Admiral Frankel f s letter he states that a highest priority 
over ether PI efforts should be undertaken "where feasible." 
Khil* »IA certainly has a right , when the facts so Justify, 
to request high priority treatment, they do not unilaterally 
have the prerogative to pre-empt facilities of EPIC. 
Additionally, on a matter of this type, the more appropriate 
body to either levy or concur on priority treatment of e 
national requirement would be GMAIC. However, neither the 
fncts of this case nor the actual language used by 
Admiral Frankel should impel HPIC to take an unequivocal 
position on granting superior priorities the fulfillment of 
which may well mitigate against the accomplishment of other 
priority requests levied by this Agency,
